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The Wealth of Mexico.— The X. 0. Pic»_ 
June s nya that in Mexico there are over one 
thousand silver mines, yielding between thir- 
ty-five and forty millions of dollars a year. 
The value of these mines is increased by the 
fact that there are twenty-five minesof quick- 
silver, which yield from two hundred and 
filty to three hundred thousand pounli weight 
annually. Gold is also found in considerable 
quantities, stated variously at from three mil- 
lions of dollars upwards. The mines are gen- 
erally located either on the top or on the west- 
ern slope of the Cordilleras, and have been 
■wrought for ages. Gold and silver vases of 
great value and beauty of workmanship were 
sent back to Spain by the first conquerors as 
spoils of war. Iron and copper are also pro- 
duced in great abundance. One great hin- 
drance to the realizing of this mineral wealth 
is the difficulty of transporting it to the sea- 
board, there being neither railroads nor navi- 
gable rivers in the country, and the only 
means of transportation being the backs of 
mules. The commercial inertness and want 
of mechanical enterprise of the people, and 
the ? mall extent to which the combination 
axd division of labor is carried, have also con- 
tributed, with the general insecurity of prop- 
erty, to prevent the various natural riches of 
country from their full development.

EUROPEAN AFFAIRS 'HIE REBEL BAM 

QUESTION STILL FURTHER DISOUSSED. 
THE REBEL RAMS AND PIRATES — IMBECILITY OF 

Till HltlTISH GOVERNMENT AND MAUNDGRING3 

OK EARL RUSSELL. 

[From the London Star, 5th. 1 

So then we are to have a war with the 
United States. Earl Russell's letter to the 
F.mancipation Society, in which he parades 
the inability of the Government of which he 
is a member to stop private persons from fit- 
ting out expeditions against a friendly Power, 
has every chance of becoming historical. 
Tit letter is an invitation to ship-builders to set 
the law at defiance. It is a proclamation to all 
Jhe world that the Government of Great Brit- 
sin is unable to prevent its subjects going to 
war on their own private account with nations 
against whom the Government has no cause 
of complaint. If this is to be our attitude in 
future, we shall be treated as aliens in the 
commonwealth of nations; as a nest of priva- 
teer-builders unworthy of the style and title 
of a gteat Power, and deserving neither sym- 
pathy nor quarter at the hands of others 
when the weakness of the Administration in- 
volves us in bcstilities. 

• *••■• 

We do not difguise our anxiety in regard to 
the position of affairs; for if these rams are 

f (emitted to leave our shores we know not 
iow soon afterward the American Embusador 
may demand his passports. A war with 
America would be an unmeasurablc calamity. 
There are braggarts among us who 'talk of 
sweeping their navy from the sea, raising the 
blockade of the Southern ports, and doing all 
manner of evil to the citie3 of the Atlantic 
coast. Admitting that we could accomplish 
all this, it would be an injury that would 
rebound with tenfold force upon ourselves. 
Last year we imported from the Northern 
States more than live millions of quarters 
of wheat and other grain, and more than a 
million of quarters wheaten flour — that is 
to say, fome fourteen millions worth of 
food. We received corn from no other country 
in anything like the same quantities. Not 
only woula the supply of corn fail, but the 
whole export trade would be literally at a 
stand-still. The game of supplying privateers 
is one at which two nations can play, and we 
do rot know any national characteristic of 
ihe Americans which would lead us to infer 
that ihey would be far behind in the race of 
destiuction. To a great bulk of the people 
suth a war would be a sconrge, but to the 
laboring poor it would be like famine or pes- 
tilence. 

LETTER FROM PROFESSOR SMITH. 

Piofeseor Goldwin Smith, of Oxford Col- 
lege, writes to the London News, of Septem- 
ber 4, respecting ships-of-war for the rebels, as 
follows: 

"Sir — The case of the Confederate war-ships 
is, as the Times says, urgent. The Americans 
have already, it is true, one war on their 
hands; but, as experience shows, it isamis- 
tako to suppose that they will not, ifprovoked, 
go into another. A pacific nation is not easily 
roused to the war-pitch; but being roused, it 

s very apt to become violently warlike and 
to fly, as the French Republic did, without 
calculating the odds, at the throat of nation 
alter nation. 

"If a war wi:h America comes, it will bring 
devastation and misery to both sides. It will 
stop the outlet of emigration, which is alike 
needful at this moment to replenish America 

nd to relieve England. It will sweep the 

ommerce of England from the seas, which 
will swarm with privateers under the fa'.il 
precedent which we have ourselves established, 
and it will deprive America of her best cus- 

omer; it will carry terror into American sea- 
ports and havoc into the homes of Euglish 
colonists; it will prevent America from put- 
ting out the last fires of the rebellion, and it 
will, perhaps, before it has ended, kindled 
similar files in Ireland. But it will do worse 
than all this in the eyes of those who, not 
blinded by the pasBions of the hour, look for- 
ward to the future of our race. It will undo, 
and much more tbnn undo, the work of recon- 
ciliation, of which the affection — for it was 
something deeper than enthusiasm — with 
which ihe Americans received but the other 
day the descendant and heir of George III, 
was the pledge and the expression. It will 
put enmity lor another bitter century between 
ihe two portions of the Anglo-Saxon race, 
one in blood, in language, in religion, in lite- 
rature, in the essence, Whatever may be the 
outward forms, of their free institutions, and 
one in their destined action on the future pro- 
gress of mankind. And it will do this at the 
very moment when a rival race is seekiug, in 
open enmity to ours, to plant the foot of des- 
toiism and sacerdotalism in Mexico, and is 
abent to be aided in that attempt by the ren- 

gades to Anglo Saxon liberty and greatness, 
wbo have gone fottb from a land of freedom 
to found a nation on slavery in the Southern 
States. 

','Two exceptions there will be-to the gen- 
eral calamity on both sides of the Atlantic. 
The great builder of steam rains will ply a 
briek trade; and the great journalists whose 
ferocious cowardice has goaded the two na- 
tions to this extremity will thrive, as they al- 
ways do, by the passions of war. The people, 
bs usual, will bleed and suffer — unfranchised, 
mute, and helpless they will bleed and suffer, 
usv.nl, for the gain of weal. by filibusters 
nod for the passions of a class. 

"If our Government does not possess, under 
the prtsint law, sufficient power to restrain 
its tubjects from violating the public faith aud 
exposing the nation to the penalties of war, it 
is cur business to give it further power. Aud 
further power would probably be now sought 
if Parliament were now sitting; but when 
Parliament was sitting tho North was not vic- 
torious; and then it seemed safe and profita- 
ble to indulge in ignominious bluster about 
spurning foreign dictation and scorning to 
change the law. • • • * 
The Foreign Enlistment Act provides not 
only that the crime shall be prevented, but 
that the criminal shall be brought to justice. 
The wealthy and powerful criminal triumph- 
antly avows bis crime in full Parliament. 
The government cowers and the house ap- 
plauds. Has there ever, in the history of the 
English Parliament, been a more disgraceful 
ectue (ban the debate on the Alabama? ■ And 
cm Englishmen doubt that the report of that 
debate must have gone to the heart of the 
wh( le American pcop e? 

'Next, let me once more submit that this is 
not a mere case of the sale of contraband of 
war, and that the question does not tarn 
merely on the difference between ships and 
other contraband. Let an iron-clad steamer, 
with her steel-prow aud turrets, and all the 
appurtenances of a man-of-war, be exported 
to a Confederate port; let her there be manned 
with Confederate seamen, and thence go forth 
against the Federal commerce, and though wo 
may put the men who carry on such a trade 
personally on a level with smugglers, there 
will be no ground for complaint on the part of 
America, that England is violating the rights 
of nations. But these vessels are not exported, 
nor built for exportation; nor are they sent, 
nor do their builders expect them to be sent, 
to the Confederate States or manned by Con- 
federate crews. They go forth, and their 
builders know that they will go forth, from an 
English port, manned by English seamen, to 
cruise sgainst the commerce of an allied nation. 
Their real basis of operations is the territory 
of this professedly neutral country. A faiut 
show is made of equipping and commission- 
ing them, and of turning their crew from or- 
dinary seamen into man-of-war's men when 
they are cut at sea. That process i3 a mock- 
ery, and the Southerners are glad that it 
should be seen aud known by all to be a mock- 
ery, because their great object is to drag us, 
through the criminal cupidity of our ship- 
builders, into a war wilh the North. 

The manner in which these ships carry on 
war is enough in itself to show that they are 
not regular and honorable belligerents. They 
bum their pii/.ts at sea, instead of taking 
them into a Prize Court — a practice contra- 
ry to the usages of civilized nations, and 
obviously liable to the grossest abuse. If, as 
has been asserted in full Parliament, and nev- 
er, to far as I am aware, denied, they burn 
vessels at night to lure others into the snare, 
tbey are enemies of the human race, and 
ought to be arrested as such wherever they 
are found. * • * • 

' Finally, let me point out again that this is 
a question not only between our Government 
and the ship-builders, or between our Gov- 
ernment and the Federals, but between our 
Government and the Confederates. The Con- 
federates are abusing ourports, corrupting our 
teamen, dishonoring our flag, compromising 
cur nutrality, and designedly exposing us to 
the risk of war. For this they ought to be 
promptly called to account by the guardians 
of the national interest and honor; and if a 
real Chatham were at the head of England, 
they would have been called to account long 
ago, or rather they never would have dared to 
i. ffer this outrageous insult to the character 
of the country. '

We are glad to find that our cotemporaries, 
who exulted some time ago in the triumphs 
of ihe Florida and Alabama, and look much 
comfort in the law of the Chief Baron of the 
Exchequer, are a little startled by the legiti- 
mate result of their doctrines, and begin to 
doubt the reasonableness of our expecting the 
Federal Government to be content with our 
neutral trade of building steam-rams for the 
Confederates. We have ever held that such a 
precedent was about one of the very worst 
that could be establised for Great Britain — 
that it could be made an engine of incalcula- 
ble mischief in case of war with the United 
States or with France. If it ever can be law- 
ful for the subjects of a neutral nation to fit 
out, equip and man a vessel of war for a bel- 
ligerent with which the Government of the 
neutral has no relation whatever, which it 
only recognizes in exercising belligerent 



rights — to arm it on their own coast, and then 
to send it out to sea to pray on the commerce 
of a country with the Government of which 
their country is not only at peace, but bound 
by close treaty and engaged in diplomatic re- 
lations — hoisting a flag on board which the 
ship has never had an opportunity of acquir- 
ing by a moment's domicile in the waters of 
the Power for which it is warring — if ever 
theso be legal acts, the supremacy of Great 
Britain at sea will never avail her agaia. If 
such be our law now, it ought to be changed, 
not in Federal interest, but our own.

A FRENCH OPINION OF THE FLORIDA. 

Ti e Journal des Debate, of the 3d, says: 
A Confederate corsair, named the Florida, 
tome days ago entered the roadstead of Brest, 
anri disembarked the crew of a vessel which it 
tad burned near the English coast. It would 
be well were it possible to interdict from ac- 
cess to our ports veritable sea rovers, for the 
Florida is nothing else. Now we believe that 
is possible. The rights of belligerents have 
withont doubt been conceded to the Southern 
States, but it is evidently on the condition that 
they conform to the regulations of interna- 
tional law. They have not the right, as they 
assume, to stop vessels which they meet on 
the sea, to take possession of the cargo, 
whether it belong to Northern Americans or 
to neutrals, and to burn tho vessels, although 
a ciptain of the State navy, wearing the uni- 
form of his country, and presenting mtny 
other guarantees for honesty and impartiality, 
would be obliged to take bis pris 3 before a 
court of justice. That is evidently intolera- 
ble. It is in vain that Southern people allege 
that their ports being blockaded they have no 
maritime tribunals. That is their affair and 
rot enrs. Let them attack the American 
ships of war>end compel them to raise the 
blockade, as they have a right to do; but 
taking t.orsession of the good3 of others with- 
out a legal judgment is iu all languages called 
robbery. 

A VISIT TO THE FLORIDA. 

A correspondent of the London Times, writ- 
ing from Brest, describes the appearance of 
the corsair Florida. She lay at anchor among 
some of the giants of the French navy — along, 
lew, black, rakish looking craft, not even 
smart in appearance, yet useful, every inch of 
her — a pigmy among these monsters, and yet 
a formidable pigmy, even to the unpractised 
eye, the palmetto nag flying proudly from her 
mizen. He paid his respects to Capt Maffitat 
the earliest possible moment, and was very , 
hospitably received. What occurred at the 
interview is thus recorded: 

"The Captain is a slight, middle-sized, well 
knit man, of about forty-two. A merry look- 
ing man, with a ready, determined ait, full of 
1 fe and business. Apparently the sort of man 
who is equally ready for a fight or a jollifica- 
tion, and whose preference for the latter would 
by no means interfere with his creditable con- 
duct of the former. His plainly furnished lit- 
tle stateroom looked as business-like as a 
rcerchant's office. The round table in the 
centre was strewn with books and innumer- 
able manuscripts, and on the shelves were 
formidable looking rows .'of account books, 
ct arts, ic. 1 may observe of the cabin, as of 
every part of the Florida, that none of it ap- 
peared to have been built for ornament — all for 
use. 'You see,' said the Captain, pointing to 
the heaps of papers, letters on files, account 
books, 4c, which literally littered the table, 
'you see I've no sinecure of it. Since my 
Paymaster died I've had to be my own pay- 
master. There is a young man named Dtvis 
(no relative of our President), who does Pay- 
master's duty, but he's not yet quite up to the 
work.' 

Captain Maffit forthwith began an animated 
recital of his career and adventures. He is 
forty-two years old, and is the oldest officer 
on board. All the officers were born iu the 
Confederate States, and most of them were 
officers in the United States navy before the 
outbreak of the war. The oldest of the offi- 
cers is not more than twenty-three. The men 
are more mixed. There are one hundred able 
seamen on board the Florida and thirteen offi- 
cers. Four fine fellows are from the neigh- 
borhood of Brest. Captain Maffit says that 
he has hardly ever taken a prize but what 
some of the crew of the prize have come for- 
ward to say, "Should like to servo with you, 
sir." Generally speaking, he has to refuse; 
but if he sees a likely fellow, be takes hiui on. 

The only broadside which the Florida has 
fired in anger was against the Ericsson, an 
armed merchantman, which she encountered 
some forty miles from New York. The Erics- 
Ben, a very large vessel, did not reply, but 
made the best or her way off, and succeeded 
in escaping. When they ventured within forty 
milt 8 of New York, they did not know that 
the arrival of the Taconey (one of their "out- 
fits ') had put theNew Yorkers on their guard, 
and they scon found that there were about 
seventy aimed vessels out ssarching for them, 
find so were glad to retreaf. "We never seek 
a fiftbt," said CaDt. Maffit, "and we don't 
avoid one. You see we've only two vessels 
e pair st 1 500, so we should stand a poor 
chance. Our object is merely to destroy their 
commerce, so as to bring a'jjut a peace. 
We've taken altogether seventy-two priz«s, 
«nd estimate the value at about $15,000,000 
The Jacob Bell alone was wonh $2,100,000."

Description by Mr. Bkrcurr — The Independ- 
ent of this week has another letter from Mr. 
Beecber, further detailing his experiences of 
mountain travel in Switzerland. We quote 
the following characteristic passage: 

"We carried flowers with us all the way. 
No one knows the full ministry of flowers un- 
til he is exiled from home, wandering in soli- 
tudes, or, as in our experience, travelling 
among savage and desolate mountains, upon 
whose sides trees can find no nourishment, 
which lift their giim and shattered peaks far 
up on either hand around you. Everything is 
sltanee. No trees, no fields, no level place3, 
no near distancesi All is vast, remote, and 
unfamiliar. Birds there are none, and insects 
few. Only flowers remain in their own pro- 
portions and with sweet familiar faces. 

"They are not concerned in this grand en- 
chantment of nature, by which your senses 
are juggled out of their habits. They are 
near, and alone of all things around you 
speak a familiar language. Tbey grow in 
amezing profusion in these Alpiue solitules. 
Even when grasses shrink and abandon the 
field, when shrubs and vines give over the 
contest, flowers of many varieties, in in le- 
st ribable abundance, peep from among shat- 
tered stones, troop in long lines along crevices, 
spread out in armies upon favored spou?, wink 
aLd nod with all their morning jewels on. 
where the soil is so good that they can aff ird 
astern; and where cold and poverty refuse 
the luxury of stems, they lie down like 
mosses, and purple the ground with yellow 
and pink and red. They alone comfort you. 
They speak to you of home and friends. Tney 
binile upon you. The very sunlight, in high 
regions, has s'rangeness. You now see how 
much your feelings about sunlight have been 
determined by the things on which it falls. 
Sunlight alone, in a hemisphere vast, ob- 
jectless, save the wild and gaunt mountains, 
sets you into dreams, and with a kind of in- 
cantation produces at length the impressi in 
that you have risen into a spiritual world 
without spirits in it, serene, illimitable, clear, 
cold, and desolate. Flowers bring you back. 
You look up, and long and sigh. You look 
down, and smile into happiness again. Again 
and again you bless them. You talk to them. 
They are many of them your own home 
familiar flowers. With one and another of 
them friends are associated inseparably. You 
almost hear them speak. There comes over 
ycu, at times, a feeling as if they were drop- 
ped there by those whom you love, and that 
in a turn you will surely meet those whose 
signals and souvenirs march with you all the 
day long I"

It is believed that 
the rebel authorities have detained her to pre- 
vent officers of the Sanitary Commission, who 
have been prisoners in Richmond and on their 
return, from giving information regarding 
army movements. 

A military commission has been ordered to 
meet in Chicago on the 13th of October, to 
examine a report upon the alleged abuses in 
relation to supplies of the hospital at that place. 
Also, the abuses in regard to pay received for 
soldiers discharged, and in the supply of arti- 
ficial limbs. 

Nrw York, Sept. 23. 

A Charleston harbor letter states everything 
very quiet there. The Herald's letter says a 
great deal of work is being done of an im- 
portant character, which cannot at present 
re revealed, but the results of which will soon 
develop themselves. On Wednesday last a 
severe pale from the northeast continued to 
blow with great lury until Thursday night, 
when it moderated and finally died away. 

Tents were blown down and their occupants 
compelled to remain out door3 exposed to one 
of the severest rain storms I have witnessed 
lor some time. Unusually high and huge 
waves rolled far on the beach over the levees 
of sand constructed about camps, and com- 
pletely swept down front rows of tents and 
drowned the soldiers. Vessels in the road 
filched and rolled violently, and miny of 
them dragged their anchors. Fortunately 
none went ashore. 

The Charleston Courier of the 16th ha9 the 
following: 

A very sad accident occurred at Battery 
Cheever, James Island, about 10 o'clook on 
Tuesday morning. A magazine exploded, 
Killing five men. We have no*, learned the 
effuse of the explosion, nor how many were 
wounded. 

The rebel tteamef Sumpter was sunk be- 
tween Moultrie and Sutbpter a few days ago. 
Iu * hat mnnner the Courier does not state. 

Guv. Bouham has called an extra session of 
the State Legislature to meet at Columbia on 
the 27th of September. Gov. Bonham, in his 
proclamation, calls out all the arms-bearing 
population of the State over sixteen years of 
age. not in or liable to Confederate service, 
for State defence. The term of enlistment of 
those accepted is six months. 

The rebel battery on James Island has been 
busily engaged in shelling our camps on 
Block Island dnriug the past three or four 
days, but had not occasioned a single casualty 
up to last night. 

The rebels seem to be under the impression 
tlat something is going on that does not 
promise well to their cause, as our men are 
silent and no guns have been firod on our side 
recently. It is not improbable they are cor- 
rect in their surmises; but these efforts to 
shell us out will signally fail to remove cause 
of these fears. 

Ae 1 write, Gregg is being rapidly shelled 
by Batteries Bee ano Simpkins on Sullivan's 
and James's Islands. 

No considerable number of casualties have 
occurred lately on this island from rebel prac- 
tice, all hough at times it has been quite hot 
iind well directed. 

The Times special says it may be considered 
r-s finally settled that there will be no draft in 
Ohio. 

The flag of truce boat which left Fortress 
Monroe Saturday for City Poit t has not b -en 
heard from since. It is believed that the rebel 
authorities have detained her to prevent offi- 
cers of the Sanitary Commission, who havo 
been prisoners in Richmond and were on their 
return, giving information regarding rebel 
movements. 

A World's special says Gen. Halleck has 
given an order for the Army of the Potomac 
to move forward. 

The situation on the Rapid Ann has under- 
gone no material change on either side. 

The enemy is said to be fortifying the ap- 
proaches to Orange Couit Hou3e andGordons- 
ville. 

The whole army, it is estimated, is composed 
of A. P. and D. H. Hill's corps, the latter 
evacuating Richmond lately to reinforce Lee, 
acd Hood's division of Longstreet's corps, 
with Stuart's cavalry, making an aggregate 
of 40,000 men. 

A Times's Morris Island letter says: Noth- 
ing worthy of note has transpired since the 
date of my last letter, and it is not very evi- 
dent that anything will occur for some weeks 
to come. The navy does not manifest the first 
sign of activity. 

Fortrrss Monror, Sept. 23. 
• The Richmond Dispatch of the 22d has the 
following: 

Chickamanga, Srj>t. 20. — After two hard days 
fighting, we have driven the enemy, after des- 
perate resis'ance, from several positions, but 
he still confronts us. 

Lotses heavy on both sides, especially in 
officers. We have taken twenty cannon and 
1 500 prisoners. «

Roeecrans has been heavily reinforced from 
Grant's army. 

The Confederate government has effected a 
loan of one hundred millions of francs from 
parties in France based on the cotton now in 
this country. 

Washingfon, Sopt. 23. 

Despatches from Rosecrans at Chattanooga 
on the afternoon of the 22d, were received by 
the government this morning. The enemy's 
attack on Thomns's corps Monday afternoon 
was handsomely repulsed, and Thomas's forces 
marched quietly to the position they were 
about taking when assaulted. 

Official despatches on Monday state that 
two divisions of Longstreet's corps made a re- 
eonnoie ance on Rosecrans' left, but no at- 
tack was made. 

Rosecians's order for the concentration of 
his entire command was accomplished Mon- 
day night. He is now in a strong position, 
and can easily hold it until reinforced. 

Four thousand of our wounded were re- 
moved from the field after Sunday's battle. 
Gen. Lytle was killed. 

In two or three days Rosecrans will be able 
to aefume the offensive. 

St. Locis, Sept 23. 

A Leavenworth despatch to the Democrat 
contains ndvices from Blunt's army to the 10th. 
Biunt is in very poor health and leaves for 
Fort Scott soon. 

All quiet at Fort Smith and vicinity, except 
a few bushwhackers. Our cavalry are con- 

itinually reconnoitering, keeping guerillas at 
a respectable distance. 



The rebel? are filling back to Shererveport, 
La., Kitby Smith in command. 

About one hundred men recruited daily at 
Fort Smith. The enlistment of negroes is 
also brisk. 

General Blunt issued an address to the peo- 
ple of Western Arkansas in which he assures 
them that the Federal occupation is perma- 
nent, toe whole Indian territory of western 
Arkansas being under Iris control, and all the 
rebel troops being driven beyond Red River, 
followed by the most obnoxious of the rebel 
citizens.

TI1E LXTEDITION TO TEXAS — NATAL BATTLE 
AT SABINE I'ASS. 

New Obleans, Sept. 12. 

I told you in my recent letters that a mili- 
tary expedition, on an important scale, was on 
the ta/iis. As the movement has taken place, 
and results are now matters of public notori- 
ety, I shall endeavor to give a clear account 
of all that transpired. Expecting to join the 
expedition at a later period with the Com- 
manding General of this Department, I did 
not go forward with the advance, and there- 
fore send you the account of another eye-wit- 
ness, which is pronounced very accurate by 
all the officers with whom I have conversed. 
destination or the expedition. 

So carefully had matters been kept secret, 
that it was not until the transports had left, 
crowded with troops, and far toward their 
destination, that the truth began to leak out 
that the expedition was directed toward the 
mouth of the Sabine River; the dividing line 
between the States of Texas and Louisiana. 
We had plenty of force, the troops were in 
exuberant spirits, and everything promised 

costs. But unfortunately we were not 
sufficiently informed of the local difficulties of 
the place we had to reduce. Like at Vicks- 
burg, Port Hudson, Sebastopol, and many 
other places to be attacked, we had to feel our 
way, and I am sorry to say it cost us some- 
thing in valuable lives and property; but no 
more to e.ffect us — as to the ultimate result. — 
than a rain drop affects the dack on which it 
falls. 

On arri ving at the spot on which our troopa 
were destined to land, it was soon found to be 
impossible to attempt anything of the kind, 
owing to the marshy nature of the ground 
sr d the excessively shallow water. It soon, 
therefore, became evident that upon our gun- 
boats would devolve the whole task of attack- 
icg; and gallantly did some of them go into 
an engagement that is pronouueed by all who 
saw it one of the most desperately contested 
of the whole war. 

the naval attack. 

The attack was commenced about half-past 
3 o'clock on the afternoon of the 8th, by the 
gunboat Clifton, Capt. Crocker commanding, 
carrying nine heavy guns, two of which — one 
at th% bow and the other at tin stern — jvcre 
9-inch pivots. 

Captain Crocker opened fh-e at a distance of 
about two miles, from his bow pivot, and af- 
ter an experimental shot or two, acquired the 
range, pouring*in upon the enemy a continu- 
ous stream of fire, the bur3ting shells knock- 
ing huge holes in their works, and throwing 
the debris up in enormous quantities. The re- 
ports of the huge monster were abiolute'y 
deafening, and the ground fairly shook from 
the concussion. 

The Sachem, Captain Johnson command- 
ing, in the meantime took up a position where 
she could pour a raking cross-fire, and also 
opened with her broadside of rifled pieces, 
which were served with equal precision and 
effect. 

About the same time the powerful battery 
of the Arizona, Captain Tibbets, from a posi- 
tion at the stern of the Sachem, also opened 
upon the enemy with screaming shell and 
hissing round shot, every one of which could 
be plainly seen ploughing up the interior of 
the fort and crushing through the breast- 
works. 

This continued for some time before the en- 
emy replied, the ships gradually nearing the 
fort and increasing the rapidity of their fire, 
until they were within point-blank range, and 
the Sachem had nearly passed by the works, 
on the right hand side of the oyster reefs front- 
ing them, when the enemy suddenly opened a 
terrific fire from his entire battery. 

the kehel works. 

The fort is situated some distance below 
Sabine City, as shown by the map I send you. 
The *iist and main work consisted of a power- 
ful earthwork of great length, mounted with 
six heavy guns, and garrisoned by a large 
number of men. To the left of this was a sec- 
otd wotk of similar character, mounting from 
three to five heavy guns, one or more of which 
was rifled In addition to these two forts, the 
enemy had in sight, and rendering valuable 
assistance to the defence, three large cotton- 
clad river steamers, armed with one or more 
guns, and a schooner armed with one bow gun, 
probably of very large calibre, as she lay off 
at a distance of over two miles, and deliber- 
ately fired at the approaching fleet. 

The firing now continued hotand fierce, the 
enemy's shot being generally aimed too high, 
passing over the tops of the vessels and strik- 
ing in the water beyond them; while, on the 
olber hand, nearly all the shots from the ves- 
eels were effective, searching every portion of 
the larger work, and, at times, with such ef- 
fect that every man wasdriven from theguns. 

AN ACCiriKNT AND ITS RESULTS. 

But just at this moment, when everything 
appeared meat favorable, and the fortune? of 
w ar seemed about to assign the meed of victo- 
ry to the gallant little vessels, the Sachem un- 
fortunately grounded, broadside on, exposing 
her most vulnerable part to the concentrated 
fire of the enemy's laigest work, the steamers 
and tho sailing craft. 

FURIOUS BATTLH OF THE C1UN30ATS. 

This was speedily taken advantage of by 
them, and a perfect storm of shot and shsll 
fell upon, over, and around her, making the 
water hiss and foam like a boiling caldron. 
Soon a heavy rifled shot struck her fair iu the 
side, crushing in the iron-plating and wood- 
work, and, striking her machinery, exploded 
her steam chest, filling the vesael with the 
scalding vapor and leaving her a helpless 
wreck, with no hope of getting off the ahore. 
Poor little Sacliem.'.'—B. saucier craft never 
floated on the water nor a bolder man than 
her commander Johnson. We all remember 
the noble part she took in the affair at Galves- 
ton; on* ot the few bright spots in that other- 
wife dark and hideous piece of business. 

The enemy now ceased their fire on the 
Sachem and turned their attention to the re- 
maining two boats; ihe crews of which, real- 
izing Ihe position of their t rave comrades, re- 
doubled iheir exertions. 

The Arizona, unfortunately, drew too much 
water to get to close quarters, and it devolved 
upon the Clifton alone to undertake the per- 
ilous task of silencing the works— a task that 
might have daunted the stoutest hearts. 

But the Clifton was manned by brave men, 
and mos,t nobly did the gallant Crocker and 
bis crew respond to the call upon them. Put- 
ting on a fuli head of steam, the devoted little 
cralt ran down directly toward the largest fort, 
keeping up a hot fire all the time from her 
pivot guns, and as she neared the works, 
loading with double charges of grape, sweep- 
ii o- the parapet at every discharge 

The Clifton had now approached to within 
about 500 yards, and, after giving the enemy 
a last discharge of grape from her pivot, at- 
tempted to throw her bow around and take 
up a broadside position. But she had gone a 
few yards too near, and, as she slightly swung 
around, her bow struck — the velocity with 
which ahe wa8 running driving her far upon 
the shore. Sbe instantly commenced back- 
ing, keeping up a constant fire from her bow 
and port broadside guns, the former keeping 
ibe main parapet entirely clear of the enemy, 
while the latter played on the second battery. 

This continued for some time, and faint 
hopes were entertained that the gallant Cap- 
tain would succeed in extricating his boat from 
her terrible position. But this was not to be; 
for, at last, a shot from the battery at the left 
peiietrated her boiler, in an instant reducing 
Ler to the same condition as the Sachem. 

THE RATTLE ENDS. 

The battle was now, to all intents and pnr- 
peises, ended. Further resistance seemed ut- 
terly hopeless, but still the brave Crocker 
could not endure the idea of giving up his ves- 
sel, and ordered his men to fight on. With- 
out his knowledge, however, some party struck 
the white flag, and the enemy instantly ceased 
firing. 

When informed of this, the Captain ordered 
the deck to be cleared, and, loading the after 
pivot-gun with a 9-inch solid shot, he fired it 
through the centre of the ship, from stem to 
stern, tearing the machinery in pieces and 
rendering it utterly worthless to the enemy. 
After doing this, and spiking ail the guns, 
the Clifion surrendered. 

The remaining gunboat, the Arizona, quite 
unable to cope single-handed with the enemy, 
and drawing too much water to engage them 
in close quarters, reluctantly withdrew from 
the unequal contest, firing a farewell Bhotof 
defiance, as she steamed slowly down the bay, 
the enemy not replying to her challenge. 

The Clifton had on board, beside her regu- 
lar crew of one hundred and ten men, seven- 
ty-five sharpshooters; and the Sachem thirty 
sharpshooters— all of whom were captured, 
with the exception of seven men from the 
Clifton, who swam ashore, ran down the 
bescb, and were taken off by a small boat. 

The loss of the armament of the Clifton is 
unquestionably a serious one; her powerful 
battery of rifled guns being one of the most 
effective in the service. The boats, however, 
are so much damaged thai the guns, to be of 
any service to the enemy, will have ta be re- 
moved from them and remounted, sand conse- 
quently it will be a long time bejfcre they can 
lie made available. 

The amount of killed and wounded I have 
Dot been able to ascertain, though they are 
not BnppoEed to he heavj. I am happy to add 
that Cspts. Croik'r A nd Johnson are neither 
thought to have b^ea killed or wouaied, but 
both prisoners.

Some dnys ago the following paragraph ap- 
peared in the Richmond Sentinel: 

The\!)thofJu!y.—.Ksa matter of history, 
we copy to-day two accounts of the operations 
by which the enemy gained a foothold on 
if orris Island, near Charleston. The first of 
these is from the Charleston Mercurv, the 
other was copied by that paper from a Yankeo 
sheet. 

There is a lesson in the record — we say it 
in the sincerest good feeling — which we hope 
will not be lost on the commanders who may 
read it. The fabled Argns had a hundrei 
eyes, of which only two slept at a time. A 
commander, through his spies and scoutj, and 
otherwise, thould have at least as many, and 
should be equally vigilant, and never taken 
by surprise. 

To ibis the Charleston Mercury of the 30th 
August replies as follows: 

The Richmond Sentinel is pleased to trans- 
fer to its columns, at this late date, an original 
and a selected article from the Mercury, and 
to avail itself of the opportunity to print the 
foregoing, which, notwithstanding its affecta- 
tion of pood feeling," is a transparent attack 
on the commander of this department, not 
authorized, as we are informed, by the "rec- 
ord;" not wairaBted by the scope of the arti- 
cles copied. 

The Sentinel is sometimas accredited as the 
organ of the Administration. If this be so, 
it is somewhat painful to observe, that while 
all the other journals at Richmond, and in- 
deed, in the whole country, find in thedefence 
of Charleston sources of pride, a theme for 
high commendation, and abundant grounds 
for confidence iu the enduring courage of the 
officers and men, and the skill of the com- 
manding General intrusted with that defence, 
this newspaper alone should find ground for 
insidious disparegemeLt. 

Gen. Beauregard hai to provide against at- 
tncks upon Charleston, in several different di- 
rections. The route from North Klisto, or 
John's Island, through St. Andrew's Parish, 
constituted one; another method of attack 
was to cut off railroad communication with 
the interior, and approach by the Neck ; James 
Island constituted a third; the route by Sulli- 
ve.u's Island, Mount Pleasant, and the direc- 
tion of Cocper river, constituted a fourth- 
Morris Island being the firth. Some of these 
were thought by the Commanding General to 
be vital ; others not. 

The occupation by the enemy of the south 
end of Morris Island, after all, was not an un. 
mixed evil, but the le<,s of the two evils — 
either of which, unfortunately, our enemy had 
it in bis power, as matters stood, to inflict. It 
is believed he chose the one less likely, un- 
der existing circumstances, to end in the fall 
of Chirleston. With several ways of ap- 
proach, he selected that of Morris Island in- 
stead ot James Island, the long lines of which, 
at the lime, could not have been held by the 
utterly inadequate force left in occupation, had 
the enemy made a serious effort with the 
means at his disposition to seize and occupy 
them. In that event, in a few hours after 
landing, the enemy must have held Charleston 
at the mercy of his numerous artii ery. 

From his central depot at Hilton Head, and 
auxiliary stations in the North Edisto and on 
Folly Island, with his ample means of water 
transportation, the enemy had it in his power 
to concentrate his troops with celerity, and, 
from the nature of the country, with uncom- 
mon secrecy, upon any point in South Caroli- 
na or Georgia, and secure a firm foothold be- 
fore oi r troops, as matters stood, could possibly 
be gathered to the same point in sufficient 
force to oppose a serious resistance. 

In regard to their being a surprise in the 
eTent of the 10th of July, the Sentinel might 
heve learned with little difficulty that the 
Commanding General had informed the au- 
thorities explicitly in April, in May, in June, 
and even in July— just before the conflict — 
that there was imminent risk of an attack, 
and even of the way it might be attempted. 
His superiors at Richmond were assured re- 
peatedlv that the enemy'a forces bad not been 
materially reduced in this region. Moreover, 
the people aud the government have b«cn 
more than once warned of this stato of affairs 
through the columns of the Mercury, when, 
having felt it our duty, wo took means to 
learn the facts, and to state them plainly. 
Remonstrances concerning the removal ot 
troopB have been earnestly made by eminent 
citizens. But, in spite of all this, the govern- 
ment has preferred to rely upon its own source3 
of information, remote though they were, from 
the scene, has ignored and rejected informa- 
tion acquired here by "spie3 and scouts," and 
daily reconnoissances officially reported, and 
chose to believe that Charleston and this coast 
were safe from any serious military operations 
of the enemy. Therefore, a superb division 
of ten thousand men wus ordered away in 
May, besides two brigades which had beeu re- 
turned to North Carolina soon after the action 
of ihe 7th of April. Subsequently, in June, 
Gen. Beauregard was urged from the same 
qu- rler to a still further reduction of the small 
fO'.ce left him, and to go himself to another 
field of operations; and even as late a3 three 
days before the lOtii of July he-was further in- 
vited to spare icme of his troops for opera- 
tions at another point, eo ingrained had be- 
come the disposition to discredit his grave and 
earnest official reports of affairs in his own 
department. 

That there was no lack of effort to secure 
reliable information of the movements of 1I13 
enemy, the proof, we are told, i3 ample. That 
enough was procured to authorize awnrances 
of the danger of an attaek, is beyond ques- 
tion, as also that tho3e assuraoces, unfortu- 
nately, had no weight with the authorities at 
Richmond. It was known and reported to 
the Government that Folly Island was oc- 
cupied in force since the 7th of April, and, as 
a consequence, that Morris Island was threat- 
i ed Ev.n ihe changes of land and naval 
cemmandets of the enemy were reported as 
ptetagts of impending hostilities. But in 
vain. All ideas of attack were scouted at 
Ricbmord, we repeat, as late, even, as the 
first week in July. 

It may be asked, then, if informed so accu- 
rately, and anticipating eo precisely the 
course of the enemy, why did not the depart- 
ment and district commande'S place Morris 
Island in condition to meet and foil this attack ? 
The answer given is: Want of labor to carry 
out the plans for its defence, want of arma- 
ment lor the works necessary to that end, aud 
las', but not least, want of men to hold and 
fight any works which might have been 
thrown up at U>e south end of Morris island, 
wilhout stripping other important portions of 
the feeble supports left them. To have with- 
drawn labor, or armament, or men for the *e 
purposes from our works on James Island, 
wns deemed out of the question. From no 
other quarter in this department, wo are as- 
sured, could tbey have been drawn. 

That lormidable battery said to have been 
elaborately thrown up ou the norm end of 
Folly island, without the knowledge of our 
Generals, is stated to be an invention of the 
enemy. The guns used to drive away our 
small force and silence our few guns, were, 
we are told, rifled field, and possibly siege 
pieces, behind slight brea8tworks. It was tha 
superior weight and number of guns, and the 
heavy supporting brigade of infantry that 
swept away our feeble, stinted means of resist- 
ance. The very ground of this alleged work 
was visited, and explored, it is asserted, but a 
few days previously by our men, but we«fcad 
not force *nough left to venture upon a 
thorough reconnoissance of the enemy's out- 
posla on Folly Island. The evening before 
the attack Gen. Ripley and Lieut. Col. Yates, 
with glasses, carefully examined tho works in 
sight, and could discover not a single gun. 

The Sentinel's lesson maybe improved by

That of an hour's axe dcth hiss the «peaker; 
Kacb minute teems a new one. 

Terrible battles have been fought between 
Rosecr&DB and the rebels, but they were an- 
ticipated, and we cannot doubt that all proper 
preparations were made to sustain and sup- 
port the Union army. After his occupation 
of Chattanooga, Gen. Rosecrans, without any 
delay, pressed forward to obtain the command 
cf the whole mountain region of Upper Geor- 
gia, a plan necessarily attended with great 
danger on account of the nature of the coun- 
try and the construction of new roads over 
which to transport his supplies. The object of 
this adTance was important ; for it looked to the 
taking of Rome and Atlaata, the latter place 
affording the chiet rebel supply of powder 
and other military stores, and occupying a 
central position between the Atlantic and 
Mississippi sections of the Southern Confed- 
eracy, the occupation of which^ould again 
divide the rebellion and completely isolate 
iis parte. Every intelligent reader knows 
that Chattanooga is the centre ot the South- 
ern system of railroads, and the two great 
routes intersect at the point, from which it 
is 151 miles to Nashville, 100 to Knoiville, 
rnd 125 to Atlanta. The last two of 
these routes pass to the eastward of 
Lookout Mountains and Missionary Ridge, 
the latter being tunnelled on the way to 
Knoiville. On the west of the Lookout 
Mountains there is another railroad branch 
which leaves the Nashville track at Wau- 
ba!cbie and runs southerly in the direction of 
Trenton. While Gen. Burnside, by the occu- 
pation of Knoiville, Kingston, London, and 
other Tennessee cities, has severed the north- 
ern lice of communication, it has been the en- 
deavor of Gen. Rosecrans to penetrate the 
country so as to occupy the southern line. 
The magnitude of the interests involved in 
the preservation of this, the last means of 
connected and rapid movements at the dis- 
posal of the rebels, would of course call forth 
the meat desperate eiertions. To effect 
it, troops have been hurried from every 
part of the Confederacy to reinforce 
Bragg, for it is now evident that the 
key to the possession of Richmond is 
in Northern Georgia. The rebels feel this 
and they will contest every inch of Rosecrans's 
advance with all the energy of despair. Oar 
Union General has shown himself cool, wary, 
and energetic. He knows the strength that 
is opposed to him, and whether he can afford 
to act on the offensive or to content himself 
for a time with a defensive movement on 
Chattanooga. We have full confidence that 
whatever he decides upon will be wue'.y con- 
sidered and matured. We do not profess to 
comprehend bis strategy or to penetrate his 
intentions. His situation when eiplained will 
perhaps suggest the probability of his future 
movements to those who understand the science 
ot war. We have tried toeiplain it, in order to 
relieve the apprehensions of the timid and 
these who fear that any reverse to the Army 
ot the Cumberland may subject Tennessee 
and Kentucky to the repetition of those out- 
rages and invasions which have marked the 
history of the last two jears. 

There has been some misapprehens'on in 
the pnblic mind, as to the connection of Gen. 
Burnside with the movements in advance of 
Chattanooga, and reports, apparently well 
autbenticated, have reached us that he had 
formed a junction with General Rosecrans, 
■which now turn out to be unfounded. Hi I 
field of operations is in an entirely 
different direction; it is a part of the 
one great plan, but as yet distinct and not 
directly co-operative. He will be heard from 
in a few days. The efforts of some of the 
Eastern papers to prejudice the public mind 
against him on the ground that he did not 
reinforce Rosecrans, are either very malicious 
or predicated upon the erroneous information 
to which we have referred. He could not de- 
flect from bis line of advance without endan- 
gering the very advantageous position he has 
secured, and when his motives are made pub 
lie the wisdom of his policy will be appar- 
ent. 

iSy-A correspondent, writing under the 
signature of " Co opeuationist " to the 
Georgia Telegraph, says : 

As yet there are very few bold enough to 
come out openly tor reconstruction; but there 
is reason to fear that there are some craven 
spirits who secretly harbor tbe wish in the 
ignorant hope of saving their property. But 
tnt re is a class ot people in the Confederacy 
against whom the people should be warned, 
■whose loyalty to the South it is impossible 
Dot to doubt. Croakers generally fall under 
this suspicion, but especially all such as en- 
deavor to stir the embers of old party feeling 
against seceders — thus rekindling old pwty 
strifes, which everybody knows must tend to 
divide and weaken ue, and thus give aid and 
cemfort to the enemy. 

Now, tbe time La*) long passed for discuss- 
it g that subject. Secession is a fixed fact; 
we have been fighting two years for it; and I 
carnot separate between opposition to seceders 
aLd opposition to secession, which means op- 
position to the war, and that means submission 
to Abraham Lincoln. 

I cannot escape this conclusion eicept in 
instances where ignorance and malignity are 
so deep rooted as to blind a man to these in- 
evitable results; and such men are, although 
tLey may not be conscious of it, enemies to 
the Conftderacy, and should be regarded ac- 
cordingly. 

It is Eaid that tbe Alabama elections were 
controlled by this idea. If so, I can but fear 
for Alabama. She his cast a seed into the 
earth that must spring up in dragon's teeth. 
I warn the people of Georgia th it there is at 
the bottom of this feeling and policy the germ 
of treason to the cause of the South — the 
cause ot liberty and independence. 

No doubt this anxious warning is perfectly 
■well-grounded, though we should express it a 
little differently. We assure the people of 
Georgia that the principle at the bottom of 
this feeliDg and policy is the germ of loyalty 
to the cause of the South as well as of the 
Union — the true cause of liberty and inde- 
pendence.

Let them cherish 
it, as they cherish their dearest earthly hopes. 
Vet a little while, and, thanks to the trium- 
phant arms of the Republic, the germ will 
shoot up into a majestic tree, beneath whose 
branches all shall find honorable shelter and 
repose. _^ 

gey-There are many persons in this State, 
as well as in Indiana and Tennessee, who are 
conducting manufactories and mills of various 
kinds who are under the impression that their 
machinery, sugplies, and findings cannot be 
bad without sending East or to Cincinnati. 
This is an error that should be rectified, and 
Can be if our advertising columns are properly 
examined. We have almost everything in 
the useful and mechanical way represented in 
our paper, but would especially refer all inter- 
acted to the conspicuous card of fl. W. Wilkes, 
headed "Mill and Factory Findings.' 1 In their 
establishment we find a great variety of wool 
and cotton carding and spinning machinery, 
cotton gins, <fcc, along with all iuannor of 
Supplies suitable for saw mills, flouring mills, 
and woollen factories, such as belting, bolt- 
ing-cloths, machine cards, screenery, &c, be- 
sides an endless variety of other useful things, 
for which we refer to his card. 



BfgrBridgc-burners have been at their in- 
cendiary work again upon the Nashville R lil- 
road, and destroyed the Ettucturcs at Nolia 
snd Bacon Creek. There is not a Confeder- 
ate soldier on the line of that roau, and these 
depredators are rebel sympathiz?rs who aid 
the work of rebellion by interfering with 
Gen. Rosecrans's line of supply. There should 
be no mercy shown to them if caught; a long 
rope and a short shrift should be their tate, an 1 
lull compensation for all injury sustained 
should be eiacted from disloyal men who live 
in the vicinity where the burnings are al- 
lowed. Tbe coming of these bands is 
always known, and full provision made 
for their accommodation; resident reb- 
c'6 act as their spies and guides, and keep 
them fully warned of the approach of Federal 
troops sent to intercept tbem. Every princi- 
ple of justice demands that this population 
along the line of the railroad should be made 
responsible for all injury done to its bridges 
and trestle-works; cities are responsible for 
depredations committed by mobs, and on the 
fume grounds tbe people of vicinities should 
be held accountable for these acts of incen- 
diarism. A few summary eiamples would 
be certain to deter future raids. We were 
under the impression that all points on 
tbe road liable to attack were properly 
ttockaded, and defended by adequate bodies 
of volunteers. We regret to find that the 
proper precautions have been neglected and 
that the guards at important bridges are in- 
adequate to their defence. When the safety 
of the Aimy of the Cumberland depends upon 
an uninterrupted line of communication, 
nothing should be neglected to secure it. 
Seme months since, when it was presumed 
that our city was in imminent danger, the 
militia were called out, organized, and drilled, 
but after a short time they were disbanded. 
We urged, at the time, upon the military au- 
thorities, the importance of keeping up these 
organizations. They should be resumed im- 
mediately, and, i.' the volunteer force cannot 
dispense with tbe requisite men to 
guard the line of railroad, let the 
State militia be assigned to the service. Some- 
thing must be done; these raids are disgrace- 
ful to the vigilance of our soldiers, for they 
can easily be prevented. In Western Ken- 
tucky, in the vicinity of Columbus, they are 
of very unfrequent occurrence because the 
rebel sympathizing residents are made respon- 
sible for them. Let the same excellent sys- 
tem of retaliation be adopted between here 
nnd Nashville, and we shall be subjected to no 
further mortificution in chronicling the burn- 
ing of No. in and Bacon Creek bridges in 
broad daylight by insolent scoundrels who 
have no right to be regarded as a military 
enemy, but who are a3 arrant ra3cal3 as ever 
graced the cells of a penitentiary. 

Since the article above was written, Mr. 
W. Pulford, Mail Agent, brought us yesterday 
morning's papers from the city of Nashville. 
He states that the damage to the Nolin bridge 
was quite immaterial, as the citizens put the 
flames out, which were kindled by some fif- 
teen guerillas. The train passed over without 
any great delay, ticept for an eiamination of 
the structure to see* that all was secure. Tue 
bridge over Bacon Creek received no injury. 
Tbe fact that so meagre a band might have 
inflicted immense damage to the road only 
adds to the importance of the suggestions 
which we have penned above, and we hope 
they will have their weight with tbe proper 
authoiities. 



£l^*We regret that the Cincinnati Gazette 
should have deemed it necessary to make an 
ungenerous attack upon the Agent of tbe As- 
sociated Press in this city, because in the ex- 
ercise of his best judgment he forwarded 
what be regarded as reliable information from 
tbe Army of the Cumberland on Sunday 
night. The authority from which the Agent's 
information was obtained was of the highest 
character, and the Gazette would have deem- 
ed its use perfectly justifiable had its Eiitors 
been here on the spot. On that night of 
painful suspense, we endeavered to verify this 
news by our own correspondents, and from 
direct army sources, but our exertions prov- 
ed futile, for what reasons we cannot at 
present say. We were glad to have 
the intelligence we did obtain, bad 
as it looked at first, though we felt confident 
that if Rosecrans could resist the first desper- 
ate attacks of the rebels it would be substan- 
tially a victory, and knowing that he could 
fall back on Chattanooga, we felt no serious 
apprehensions. The information telegraphed 
by tbe agent from this city was not intended 
tor the press, and if his eiertions were re- 
warded by obtaining what was believed 
here to be reliable news he was deserving 
of credit instead of censure. Now if our 
Cincinnati contemporary wou'd turn its at- 
tention to tbe thousand aid one falsehoods, 
r abricaiions, and eiaggeratioas circulated from 
the eastward through the telegraph it might 
entitle itself to the public gratitude; but ite 
strictures on the agent here are very ungen- 
erous, for he is always circumspect and care- 
ful, and on the night indicated he was endeav- 
oring faithfully to do his duty to his employ- 
ers nnd the public by placing on the wires all 
tbe information he wbs able to collect. Up to 
tbe present time we are not advised of partic- 
ulars to enable U3 to form a correct opinion of 
results. We have believed for some time that 
a large force would be massed against Rose- 
ctsns, and that he might be largely outnum- 
bered, but our confidence in him has never been 
shaken, and, thanks to him and his brave men, 
he was able to bold his position through two 
days of desperate fighting, although he was not 
able to crush the enemy. It would be wick- 
ed and foolish to attempt to conceal tbe truth 
from the people; they should know ell tacts 
as they transpire, whether favorable or unfa- 
vorable. It is not for a cause even as glorious 
and Heaven-directed as that of the preserva- 
tion of this Union to be always successful. 
If it were we could soon conquer a peace and 
settle our unhappy strife.

ttryTtere seems to be no end to the Ules of 
suffering that come up from the Unionists of 
the Sonth. The details transmitted by cor- 
respondents with General Burnside confirm 
the many reports we have from time to time 
received of the inhuman atrocities committed 
in East Tennessee by the rebels during their 
reign over that section.

Ocr Gas Supply. — We would direct the at- 
tention of our citizens to the necessity of using 
tconcmy in the consumption of gas, or the 
supply may become uncomfortably reduced, 
in consequence of the scarcity of coal used in 
its manufacture. Unless the river soon fills 
its banks for fall navigation we shall suffer 
great inconvenience, both for domestic and 
artistic purposes. The price of coal is now 
beyond the means of families of limited in- 
comes, and unfortunately wood is abaut as 
dear in proportion. It would therefore be true 
economy for heads of families to regulate »he 
flow of gas from their metres, so that the con- 
sumption msy be decreased until the company 
can supply itself with a winter stock of fuel. 
At the pre?entcost of coal an addition of nearly 
one dollar to every thousand cubic feet of gas 
•would be involved in its manufacture. This 
shows the necessity for proper regulations to 
prevent its careless use. 

Sebved Them Rk;ht. — Four secession ladie3 
in this city waved their handkerchiefs and 
Spoke encouragingly to some rebel soldiers 
■while passing down Jefferson street yesterday. 
Colonel Hanson, our efficient Provost Marshal, 
uron being informed of the matter, had the 
ladies arrested and breught before him. He 
firmly but respectfully requested them, as a 
punithment for the disagreeable exhibition of 
thiir rebel pedilections, to take the oath of al- 
legiance to the United States. They as firmly 
refused. The Colonel ordered a guard to pro- 
ceed with them to the Military Prison. Thoy 
started, but had not proceeded far on the way 
btfore they signified iheir willingness to take 
the oath. They then returned to the Marshal's 
office, where it was administered solemnly to 
them. Colonel Hanson, throughout the try- 
ing ordeal, acted the man, showing to the la- 
dies due courtesy and respect. He was 
firm as the pick of Gibraltar, however, and 
expressed himself in a determined manner to 
deal thus with all who treat our flag with dis- 
respect. 

The Raid on the Nashville Railroad. — 
id was iDade by thirty- five guerillas 
trom the command of Hamilton, which has 
been working in Southern Kentucky for sev- 
eral weei.3. They were probably under the 
immediate command of Hughes, a reble Cap- 
tain. They made their appearance on the 
line of the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
early on Wednesday morning. They set fire 
to Nelin bridge and scampered away as fast 
as possible, going in a southwesterly direction, 
since when nothing has been heard of them. 

The fire was extinguished by citizens in the 
neighborhood before it had done much dam- 
age. A few new timbers were put in the 
bridge to strengthen it, and the train came in 
Li.- 1 night only one hour behind time. The 
raid was too hazardous for the rebels, who are 
sometimes possessed with desperate courage, 
and proved an utter failure. 



Louisville Theatre. — Tom Taylor's su- 
peib comedy of Masks and Faces, founded on 
adventures of Peg Woffington and scenes be- 
fore Rnd behind the curtain, will be produced 
this evening, with Mrs. Conway as Peg, Mr.

If Diphilus lived 
now he wonld have rivals in some of oar Lou- 
isville mechanics, though he could not have 
turned out finer work. 

Geh. Lytlb Survives. — The Cincinnati 
Commercial says a private despatch from Cap- 
tain Hunter Hrooks was rec ived in that city 
Tuicday, stating that General Lytle was not 
killed, as reported in the regular Arsociated 
Prets despatch, bu was severely wounded and 
taken prisoner. It is a singular coincidence 
that General Lytle was wounded and fe'l into 
the batds of the e^emy at the battle of Per- 
ry vil'.e, and that the regular despatches then 
announced bis death. His friends, and their 
name is legion, have reason to hope that his 
•wounds are not mortal, and that he will live 
to serve and adorn his country. 

Fine Tobacco.— Messrs. Spratt k Co., of the 
PicVett, sold yesterday sii hogsheads of 
"Sweet Owen" tobacco at $24 5Q, $28, $23 50, 
$2. r i $28 75, and $27. They were grown and 
handled by Mr. John W. Thomas, of that 
county, and is another lesson to our planting 
fiietds of the importance of assorting and 
handling their crops carefu'ly. Mr. Thomas 
had already selected a hogshead from this 
game crop, with which he took the premium 
foi "cutting" at the Fair last spring, and for 
which be obtained $40 per 100 pounds, m ik- 
*ng an average of nearly $.'i0 per 100 pounds 
round for his crop. 

Governor Bramlette on berulf of the 
State has deputed Dr. I. W. Scott, Surgeon 
General of Kentucky, and Dr. J. B Burns, to 
-visit our Army at Chattaneoga, and see the 
sick aDd wounded soldiers of Kentucky, with 
the view of ascertaining what, if anything, is 
needed for their comfort and relief. The dep- 
utation will accompany the Sanitary Commis- 
sion of Kentucky. On behalf of our gallant 
soldiers, and of our whole loyal population, 
•we thpnk nis Excellency for this prompt and 
appropriate action.

last week had an opportunity of seeing that 
beautiful stallion "Edward Everett", which 
took the premium in one of the largest and 
most closely contested rings of the exhibi- 
tion. Stock raisers and farmers will be pleased

Itj^-The rumor is repeated in the New York 
papers from Fortress Monroo that the rebels 
have evacuated Richmond and gone South, 
leaving the State of Virginia to the care of 
General Meade. The story is probable, since 
it is certain that a large portion of Lee's army 
has*gone to reinforce Bragg, and other por- 
tions must have been sent to Beauregard.

And yot for 
all this apprehension there has not thus Far 
this seafon been the slightest real cause, for 
our town never was more healthy at any 
teoBon than it is now, and has been all sum- 
mer. In fact, we never have the fever here 
two successive years for palpable reasons. 
During the season of soourge every person 
becomes sensitive on the matter, and the en- 
suing season every precaution is taken to 
ward it off. The police of the city is m*de 
thorough and complete. Quarantine regula- 
tions are rigidly enforced, and observed with 
willingness, and generally care is taken iaall 
wsys to do or avoid doing those things that 
Bre calculated to contribute to its introduc- 
tion. 

Wool s Theathe. — As variety is the spies 
of life, the Organ-Grinder is laid aside to give 
place to another excellent and instructive 
drama, Old Philip's Birtb-D.iy, and the musi- 
cal comedietta of the Bonnie Fishwife, by 
Miss Marian Macarthy and Mr. Felix Vincent, 
whose personations have proved very attract- 
ive. Between the pieces Miss Kitty Blanchard 
will make her third appearance in a popular 
dance. We have never seen a lady who threw 
more graceful vigor into her poses, while her 
lightness of foot and bsunding agility are 
truly surprising. 

The Crops. — Farmers from Kenton, Camp- 
bell, Bracken, and adjoining counties, in Ken- 
tucky, inform the Cincinnati Commercial that 
the late severe frost caused considerable injury 
to the giowing crops, particularly tobacco.

Trenton, Ga., Sept. 9. 

These mountain ranges stretch up anddown, 
with narrow vallews between. They are all 
the Cumberlitid mountains, and have differ- 
ent names to distinguish the respective ranges. 
The one we cross from Bridgeport to Trenton 
is known as the Raccoon mountain, and n 
from five to seven miles wide on the top. The 
range immediately east, that juts up the river 
tit Chattanooga, is known as the Lookout 
mountain. This has more abrupt sides than 
the former, and is, perhaps, scarcely so wide 
at the summit, but. is more difficult of passing 
than the former. Each are about a thousand 
feet in height. The valley which lies between 
is somew bat fertile, and is called Lookout val- 
ley. On the summit of the latter mountain 
signal fire8CP.n be distinctly seen for miles. A 
few have also shewn themselves on the sides 
of the former this evening, which have given 
rse to seme speculation. 

Trenton is abeut twenty miles from Chatta- 
i ooga, and is connected with it by rail. 

A grand battle must soon be fought or the 
rebels compelled to fall still further back. Be- 
fore this reaches you the problem will be 
solved., Every thing is working thus far to the 
satisfaction I believe of all. How troops are 
disposed, how many there are, and what is to 
fce done, need not now be revealed. In a few 
days all this will be history, and the people 
will know it. Let the public mind rest con- 
tent that their interests will not suffer in the 
bands of Gen. Rosecrans. He has a heavy 
job. Could your readers pass over the road 
travelled by a portion of this army they would 
bave new ideas of the difficulties that com- 
manders of large armies encounter. I trav- 
elled to-day in an ambulance over one of the 
roads, and how the beavily-loaded wagons and 
artillery effect their passage without a greater 
number of disasters is a wonder. The ascent 
from Bridgeport over Raccoon Mountain is 
very steep and outrageously roujih. The de- 
scent is still rougher. Huge rocks are im- 
bedded in the middle of the mountain rotd, 
that throw the wagons back and forth, and 
jar and bang, and twist everything about at a 
sorry rate.

To the Editor! of the Louisville Journal: 

Gentleuen: The breeders, feeders, and 
handlers of stock in Kentucky And the ad- 
joining States are laboring under a misappre- 
hension which has occasioned and will occa- 
sion great loss to them, and which may as 
well be corrected now as at any other time. 
More than a hundred times this question has 
been asked me: Suppose A takes a contract 
to supply one thousand mules or horses to the 
Government, to be of a certain age, height, 
andquali*y,Jand;he sub-lets apart orthe whole 
of bis contract to B, C, and D, who are to 
furnish the stock, "subject to inspection," and 
they ( ffer it, have itinspected, get the receipts, 
and c'airn and are paid lh» money bv A. Is 
A wairanttd in paying B C, a.fd D, on in- 
spectors' receip's, and is he andec any further 
responsibility to the Governmen t in :a3e a re- 
iprpcrt'on should prove that the stock tak n 
bad not met the rtqnirements of the contract? 
This question was presented to me direct last 
evering by Mr. Hmderson and Mr. Burbridge, 
and, Quartermaster-General Meigs being here, 
I took them to him, so that he might give his 
decision and set the matter at rest. 

Pis decision is this: That A contracts to 
furnish a certain description of stock; he 
gives bonds for the faithful fulfilment of his 
contract. He is the only party known to the 
Government; the sub-contractors are not 
known at all. If, through traud, or carele s- 
i.ifs, or collusion, stock of the required de- 
st rtp'ion is not furnished, A is the only party 
r» sponsible, and is liable to prosecution. If 
be or bis sub-contractors bribe the Govern- 
ment inspectors to receive stock improperly, 
and the fraud is discovered upon a reiaspe> 
ticn, tbe fiaud vili ites the whole transaci id, 
and the Government can either sue A for ncn- 
fulfilment of contract, or arrest him and try him 
for fraud, whether committed by himself or h s 
sub-contractors. The dishonest or iLcapibte in- 
spectors colluding are of course equally subject 
to punishment. Animals may be accepted and 
branded, but the terms of the contract are not 
complied with until all its conditions are ful- 
filled. If it is agreed that tbe Government 
shall bave one thousand mules three years old 
and fourteen and one-half hands' high, and 
by one means or another twc-year-olds or 
\ carlings, or three years old and fourteen 
hands high, are passed by tbe inspectors and 
branded, the contractor is still liable to prose- 
cution for fraud, and full damages can be re- 
covered. It remains at tbe option of the Gov- 
ernment to determine whether that portion of 
tbe animals which come up to the specifica- 
tions shall be paid for, or the whole, good, 
bad, or indifferent, shall be confiscated. 

The public will therefore understand that 
any attempt to impose upon the Government 
stock, which, either in age, siz!>, or condition, 
does not comply with the specifications o f the 
original contractor's bargain, may be punished 
at a subsequent date, even although the vouch- 
ers have been issued, the money paid, and the 
stock inspected and branded. 

You will perceive that there is no hardship, 
but simple equity, in this decision of the 
Quartermaster-General. If the Government 
wishes two-year-old mules or four-year-old 
horses, it will Edvertise for them; but if it 
wishes three-year- olds or five-year olds, and 
advertises for them, and tbe contractor agrees 
to furnish them, any attempt on his part, or 
his associates, to palm upon the inspectors a 
different class of stock is a fraud in every es- 
sential, and tbe person attempting it is liable 
to punishment by court-martial.

John Bull's 
Cedron Bitters in cases of general debility 
and prostration of the system, and believe its 
general use would prevent disease and relieve 
much suffering. Among our soldiers partic- 
ularly would this be the case, especially those 
who are exposed to miasmatic influences in 
the Southern climate.

Washington, Sept. 23. 

From Rosecrans'3 army we learn that the 
Regulars— in our reserves— went into battle 
1.000 strong and came out with only 415; this 
shows the persistence with which our troops 
contended for every inch of ground. 

Gen. Rosecrans has performed wonders in 
reaching bis present position after fighting, 
with his single command, againBt the immense 
forces of picked troops that were combined 
against bini. 

When the last despatches of yesterday closed 
tbe etiemy was quite active, and had been 
making approachis all (be morning. Rose- 
criins's men wire in line and ready for another 
encounter. 

Gbd. Graham, who commanded one of our 
brigades at Gettysburg, and was taken pris- 
oner and conveyed to Richmond, has recently 
been discharged, and reached here this morn- 
ing. He has communicated important infor- 
mal ion to the Government, and is satisfied 
tl.at only two divisions of Longstreet's corps, 
wi'h all his artillery, have been sent Bragg. 
In addition to that, two brigades under Gen. 
Picket, and the Wise Legion, were also de- 
tailed to ninforce Bragg. Gen Graham says 
lie taw eighty- one pieces of cannon moving 
across the bridge from Richmond, which were 
said to be going to Bragg. 

The rews ot the buttles fought between 
Bri-gg nnd Rosecrans was a disappointment to 
the rebel authorities at Richmond. They ex- 
pected to bear that Rosecrans had been anni- 
hilated, and that Bragg had retaken E ist 
Tennessee; instead of that, Richmond is ia a 
6tate of mourning for the losses which our 
resislance bave inflicted on Bragg. 

New Yobk, Sept. 23. 

Tbe Commercial say9 that paeeengers for 
California, by the Roberts lfne, hereafter go 
via Panama instead of .Nicaragua. 

A letter frora Bahia, dated Aug. 22, reports 
(he Vandcrbilt and Mohican there. 

The following important announcement 
concerning the iron-clad rams in the Mersey 
appears in the London Morning Herald of the 
12th inst: 

Wcarc informed that Earl Russell on Wed- 
nesday despatched, by written missive, a 
positive order to Messrs. Laird to prevent these 
vessels leaving their yards without ample ex- 
planation of their destination, and a sustaina- 
ble reference to the owner orownersfor whom 
tbey are constructed. It is now affirmed, 
moreover, that the French Ambassador has 
bren appealed as to the possibility of a French 
subject having ordered vessels of this stamp of 
an English shipbuilder. 

There is declared to come a proper offi cial 
reply from bis Excellency that no French sub- 
jcot has any legal right to possess or purchase 
vessels-of-war either for himself or on behalf 
of others. 

Earl Russell, it is said, argues to himself 
that these vessels could only be vessels for the 
warlike purposes of a State or an individual. 
His lordship holds that the Messrs. Laird are 
bound to declare and sustain an unimpeacha- 
ble testimony of such declaration to the gov- 
ernment for whom tbe steam rams have been 
built. 

The Secretary for foreign affairs is also of 
tbe opinion that if these vessels are for an 
individual owner, native or foreign, that indi- 
vidual could only be a privateer or pirate. 
Tbe Englia} Government is now firm'y re- 
solved to try the question in the couris of law, 
am', if amerced for damages, to make an ap- 
peal for support to the House of Commons. 

Nabuvillb, Sept. 2.'t. 

News from the front to-day is maagre. No 
trains from the south to-night. It is reported 
they are beipg detained to bring up the 
wounded. A telegram from the front reports 
no f ghting lo-day. Our forces still hold tbe 
position ot testerday, which is an evidence of 
strength, as every hour increases the chances 
for leinforcements frcm Burnside to arrive, 
and emililts our forces to more thoroughly en- 
trench themselves, though no definite asiur- 
ance ot their arrival has yet been received.. 

Brig-Gen. John H. King, reported wound- 
ed and a prisoner, is neither. A telegram from 
the front re;orts him all safe. Maj. C'lolelge, 
second in command of tbe same brigade, is 
cenainly killed.

Chattanooga, Sept 22. 

No attack has yet been made by the eae ny, 
though one was confidently expected to-day. 
Our position ho< l.ta vastly strengthened, 
meanwhile, by additional work, c^maiaridiog 
tie approaches from the South, while tbe 
firoksand communications are amply cared 
for. The army is in the best of spirits since 
the fact became apparent that the fight on the 
Cbickamanga was almost as much a defeat 
for tbe rebels as (or us, and Rosecrans was 
rapturously received along the Hues this 
evening. The only demonstration to-day 
was by a heavy column ot infantry and artil- 
lery, which threatened our left, but crossed 
Mi.-.^ionary Ridge, toward Ringgold, without 
replying to our artillery^. This is believed to 
be a movement to intercept Ruruside, who is 
expected by the rebels. Tbe Ohickamauga 
reverse bas probably been much overestimat- 
ed at the Norib, but there is no occasion fjr 
luither alarm for the safety of this army. 
[Special to the Times.] 

Washington, Sept. 23. 

A military commission has been ordered to 
meet at Chicago, on the 1st of October, to ex- 
amine and reporton alleged abuses in relation 
to Mtpplica of hospitals at that place, and also 
abuses in regard to pay received for soldiers 
discharged, and in supplying artificial limbs. 

It is reported that tbe enemy bas removed 
a large number of prisoners from Richmond 
to Charleston to prevent Gilmoro from shell- 
ing tbe latter city. 

A deserter lately came into our lines with a 
statement to the effect that Savannah was al- 
most m a defenceless state. Troops bad been 
called to Charleston, leaving only a small gar- 
rison in the torts. 

Nsw Yobs, Sept. 23. 

Tbe Post's Washington Utter of the 22d 
says that Gen. Meade's army is undoubtedly 
moving upon Gordonsville, and it would sur- 
ptise no one here to hear that a battle was 
fought between bim and Lee before Sunday. 

Lc e still commands the Army of Virginia, 
but his strength cannot be over 40,000. Tbe 
strength of General Meado's army, it would 
be imprudent to estimate, but unless nil re- 
ports which are sent up from the Rapid Ann 
aie shamefully false, it is ready to offer battle 
to the enemy. 

Washlnrton, Sept 23. 
Ad unofficial despatch from Chattanooga to 
an army officer, speaks of the engagement of 
Monday last — when Longstreet's corps attack- 
ed the corps of Gen. Thomas — as a complete 
Union victory. 

Tbe fact that Thomas was able to join Gen. 
Rosecrans at Chattanooga on Monday receives 
positive confirmation in this despatch. 

Major-General Meade was here an hour or 
two this forenoon, in consultation with the 
President, the Secretary of War, and General 
nfilleck, and then promptly returned to duty. 

A number of soldiers' substitutes of the 
first army cops having been convicted of de- 
sertion, are. sentenced to be shot to-day. 

Capt. Ridgelay, commauding the steamer 
Shenandoah, reports, under date of the 17th 
off New Inlet, North Carolina, that a blockade 
runner attempted to come out on the night of 
the 15tb, but was driven bock, and now lies 
a wreck at the mouth of the harbor. 

Nkw York, Sept. 23.

EXTRACT. 

The Louisville & Nfuhrille Railroad beinfc 
unable to obfiiin sufficient labor to supply 
the road with the quantity of 6rewood re- 
quired to do government business, it become! 
necessary to impress fire hundred (500) ne- 
groes from the negro population «f the 
counties through which the road passes, and 
in which the firewood is required. By di- 
rection of Department Headquarters, the draft 
is to be made in the same manner as directed 
by General Orders No. 41, from these head- 
quarters of August 10th. The commander of 
the post at Ruesellville will impress the ne- 
groes in Logan and Todd counties, and 
the comrnafjrjer of the post at Bowling Green 
will imlWIs ths negroes in Warren 
and Simpson counties. The command- 
er of the post at Munfordville will im- 
press the negroes in Hart. Barren, and 
Hardin counties, and they are hereby charged 
With the execution of this order. 

The authorities of the railroad company are 
to inform the commanders of said posta of the 
quantity of wood required in each locality, 
and the number of men and teams required 
to get out the same. The men and teams im- 
pressed shall be placed in charge of the rail- 
road company, who shall pay Ihe owners of 
the same a reasonable compensation for the 
services rendered. Upon the proper certificate 
of the railroad company's officer exemption 
shall be given to the negroes of those parties 
who have agreed to furnish the railroad com- 
pany with firewood, also to those who miy 
prefer to hire their negroes to parties having 
a contract with the railroad company lor the 
delivery of wood. For every 20 cords of fire- 
wood to be delivered by contract per month" 
one negro shall be exempted. negroes im- 
pressed under this order shall also be exempt- 
ed from work on military railroads in otner 
parts of the State, for which a drift will be 
made hereafter. The railroad company shall 
have the right to use any wood along the lino 
of the railroad by paying to the owners there- 
of a fair compensation. This order is 
also applicable to the counties of Bullitt, 
Nelson, and Jefferson, and Lieut. Col. J. N. 
£tilcs, 63d Indiana volunteers, commanding 
at Shepherdsville, is charged with the execu- 
tion of it in those counties.
